excess of the imports by 1(14,777,83 "J. 
This was under the operation of the 
Mi-Kinky Tariff Law. Now. uuder the 
Wilson Gorman-Brlce Tariff, the import* 
for August, 1HW5, exceeded the exports 
by 113,215,729. and for the Brst eight 
months of this year the exports were be- 
hind the imports »3ft.5(£,518. 

This shows very plainly the reasons 
for the continued heavy drafts upon 
the gold supply. So long as this coun* 
:ry has a Tariff which creates a heavy 
balance of trade with the foreign c 
:rles against us, gold will have to be 
ibipped to liquidate that balance, 
'act. so long as the balance of foreign 
trade is not in our favor sufficiently 
large to meet the draft upon us for in- 
t charges and sales of such securl- 
as are brought back here for that 
purpose, we shall have trouble to get 
'nongh gold to meet our necessities. 

This is not more a partisan than 
nan-cial question. Even the patriotic 
Democrats in Congress and elsewhere are 
deuouuetng theWilson-iiorman-BriceTar- 
■5 Law in unmeasnred terms, on busi- 
ness grounds, because it is unquestion- 
ably the cause of the trade depression 
from which we have been suffering so 
many months. 

The Washington Post, an independent 
Democratic journal, which is edited by 
px-CongTfssman Hehuh Wh.kins, for- 
merly of Ohio, and who is taking a part 
iu the Buckeye state campaign in behalf 
of one of the authors of the iniquitous 
Tariff Law.

All Beff for Export, Whether Fresh, 
Salted, Corned or Packed, 



Washington, Oct 7.— Secretary Mor- 
ton has Issued the following order un- 
der the act of March 2, 1S.9.V 

It is ordered that all beef offered for 
export whether fresh, salted, canned, 
corned or packed, shall be accompanied 
by a certificate of an inspector of this 
department showing that the cattle 
from which It was produced were free 
from disease and that the meat was 
found and wholeaotne. And in 
order that it may be deter- 
mined whether all beef exported 
has been so inspected and found free 
from disease and wholesome, it is 
further ordered that the meat of all 
ther species of animals which is 
packed in barrels, cases or other pack- 
ages, shall be legibly marked in such 
manner as to clearly indicate the spe- 
cies of animals from which tho meat 
was produced. Meat which is not so 
marked, and which Is not accompanied 
by a certificate of Inspection, will be 
subject to unpacking and examination 
in order to ascertain if it is BB impart 
ed beef. 

Notice is hereby given to ex-porters 
of beef, whether aaid beef is fresh, 
salted, canned, corned, packed or oth- 
erwise prepared, and to owners and 
agents upon which said beef 19 ex- 
ported, that no clearance can be given 
to any vessel havinjr on board said 
beef until the provisions of this or- 
der are complied with. 

As reliable evidence has been sub- 
mitted, showing that a larue quantity 
of inspected beef has been prepared 
for exportation, the identity of which 
has been lost in the process of curing, 
and that the immediate enforcement 
of this order would prevent the fulfill- 
ment of many contraats now outstand- 
ing, and as it is also evident that tho 
Inspection force of this department 
"I be increased, it is directed that 
order shall not be enforced until 
January 1, 1808. 

All orders and regulations of this de- 
partment inconsistent with this order 
hereby revoked.

At every cross-road men, women 
and children stared with uncovered 
heads and waved flags as the train 
flew past Church bells tolled and little 
children pelted the bell with flowers.
